The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is 
nothing in the art of record which anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed method of 
using dihydro-isohumulone, dihydro-isocohumulone or dihydro-isoadhumulone with 
oleanolic acid or ursolic acid along with rosemary, an extract derived from rosemary or a 
compound derived from rosemary to preserve joint health of a patient. It is also clear 
from the enclosed article from "the Cleveland Clinic" that preserving joint function can 
be achieved though "range-of-motion" exercises.
